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CONGRESSIONAL VOTE 
SHOWS A PLURALITY. 
FOR THE DEMOCRATS 


State Representation in Fed- 
eral House Is Largely Re- 
publican by Reason of Con- 
trol of Districting. 


PROBLEM PROSPECT 


Majority Members of Legis- 
lature Confronted by Gov- 
ernor of Opposite Party at 

| Next A pporhonnys 


Democratic candidites for Congress in 
this state, notwithstanding the fact tha‘ 
the Massachusetts de ‘legation in the next 
| House will consist of 10 Republicans and 
four Democrats, received a plurality of 
the votes cast in the recent elections. 
| lor the 15 democratic candidates, tl 
' having been two in the ninth district, the 
total vote was 212.656; for the 14 Repub- 
| licans the total vote was 203,136, giving 
; a democratic plurality of 9520." 
| ‘This situation is due to the manner in 
| which the districts are made up, and is 

expected to be made the basis of the 
| Democratic argument when the state is 
| redistricted next spring, as required by 
| statute. , 
| Under the last redistricting, in 1901, all 
‘of the Democratic territory in and around 
|the city of Boston was grouped in three 
(districts, and Democratic territory in the 
rest of the state was so apportioned that 
it vote was more than balanced by Re- 
publican territory in every case. 
result has been that the three 
Boston districts are the only ones which 
are conceded be Democratic, while 
the other 11 are nominally Republican. 
Last year the Democrats succeeded in 
capturing the fourtenth district, and 
this fall they exchanged that district 
for the third, so they will have, in the 
next Congress, as in this, one more 
than their usual quota of congressmen 
frou. this state. 

The smallest plurality given in either 
of the three nominally Democratic dis- 
tricts is larger than the greatest plural- 
itv given to any Republican congres- 
sional candidate this fall, with a single 
exception, and in that case the margin 
of difference is very small. 

In one district, the ninth, the Demog 
cratic margin reaches 19,608, the com- 
bined vote of the two Democratic can-~ 
didates being more than nine times that 
given to the Republican aspirant. 

Just what the Republican majority in 
the next Legislature will do at the com- 
ing session with the redistricting meas- 
ure is therefore very problematical. It is 
not expected that the lines will be drawn 
in such a way as to give the Democrats 
any increased representation, but the 
question is raised as to whether the Dem- 
ocratic Governor will give his approval to 
any bill which will result in a repetition 
of this fall’s experience.

In the senatorial districts the situa- 
tion in some respects very similar, 
The grand vote of the state for Repub- 
lican candidates for the state Senate 
was 208,963, and for the Democratic can- 
didates 198.052. Yet. with a plurality of 
onl 10.911 in a total vote of more than 
400.000, the Republicans elected 26 Seu- 
ators and the WMemocras only 14.

Supt. George A. Smith of the central 
postoftice stamp department has in- 
creased his stamp supply for this month 
one third over that of the corresponding 
period Jast year.

HOPEFUL FOREIGN VIEW OF 
AMERICAN BOND SFTUATION 


Present Condition of Market for This Class of Securities 
Is Not Favorable, but Future Holds Much Promise 


—Analysis of Financial Times. 


After an autumn which has been ex- 
tremely disappointing, bord dealers are 
looking forward to the winter season 
without great enthusiasm. Thy are 

hopeful that there will be an improve- 
ment in the demand for high-grade rail- 
road securities and a sufticient appre- 
ciation in prices to make possible for 
companies which are in need of financing 
to secure funds at reasonable rates. 
Their ‘iopefulness lacks the buoyancy 
which was seen in the early part of the 
autumn, however, the disappointing re- 
vival in the demand for bonds which 
wes seen then ha: tempered to a great 
degree the attitude in whic. the market 
was viewed, and the course of th* mar- 
ket during the autumn has not_ held 
much encouragement. 

While there are reasons for 
of cheerfulness in the bond market, there 
are also reasons for taking a_ hopeful 
view of the future, if the effort is made 
to consider them. One cause for “e un- 
favorable aspect of the market as 
viewed at this center is that many oi 
the reviews and discussions which have 
appeared have considered the subject in 
so narrow a light that the influences 
against expansion in bond activity have 
- becom» so familiar that they are recog- 

nized at every. turn. 

It is, therefore, refreshing to receive 
at this time a broad gauged review of 
our bond market situation, even though 
it comes from abroad. Foreign

ments on the American situation usually | 


are not given much weight, but the im- 
portant part which Europe ha played 
this year in our financial markets has 
led the investing public here to regard 
Europe’s opinion on our affairs well 
worth considering. London, particularly, 
is a market where a calm judgment of 
the American situation may be had, fer 
not only does its distance give it a dif- 
ferent perspective from that of New 
York, but its keen interest in our se- 
curities owing to its extensive invest- 
ments in them, enables it, in judging 
matters, to recognize and consider fairly 
all the factors which enter into the 
existing situation. | 

A timely review in a current number 
of the London Financial Times, discuss- 
ing the favorable and unfavorable as- 
pects of the American bond market is 
reason extremely interesting 
just now. Bond dealers here still are 
looking for, and in many cases predict- 
ing, a substantial increase in the de- 
mand for high-grade railroad securities, 
and are counting upon an increase in 
their prices, just as the stock brokers 
have for a long while awaited a boom 
in stocks. Speaking of this phase of the 
subject, the Financial Times declares 
that those who have been looking for 
an increase of activity in-the stock 
market and have been disappointed may 
not readily believe in the accuracy of 


the. predictions of a more active bond, 


market, but that there is the possibility 
that the event will prove them to be 
wrong, for the very causes which retard 
the return of confidence in the stocks 
may lead to an improved demand - for 
bonds. The Financial Times says: 

“The factors which have prevented any 
complete returns of confidence to the 
stock market, apart from crop fears, 
which were only an evanescent influence, 
are anxiety as to the decision of the 
interstate commerce commission _ re- 
garding the increase of freight rates, 
the pending decisions in the supreme 
eourt in the anti-trust cases, fears of 
further legislative action of a kind un- 
acceptable to the railroad leaders and 
lastly the decline in the export trade 
and general falling off of industrial busi- 
ness. 

“The freight rate questio ill not be 
settled quickly and it is likely to come 
up again in various.Wways even after the 
decision is announced; on the other hand, 
it must be remembered that the effect on 
the market will be greater while the 
decision is pending than after it has 
been given. Whenever the verdict of 
the interstate commerce commission 
announced it will have an immediate 
effect on the market, and, if the in- 
creased freight rates are allowed, it is 
quite possible that we may see rising 
prices for a more or less extended period, | 7’ 
while, if the decision is against the 
railroads, experience suggests that the 
resulting depression will be short-lived 
and the knowledge that there is no 
longer any bad news to be feared will 
cause a speedy revival. Probably two 
or three months will elapse before the 
decisions of the supreme court with re- 
gard to the Standard Oil Company, and 
the American Tobacco Company are 
handed down, and the suspense with re- 
gard to them will in the meantime tend 
to prevent any pronounced activity in 
‘the stock market.” 

Arrayed in this impartial manner, the 
influences governing our financial situa- 
tion are seen to be decidedly opposed to 
any great broadening out in our stock 
market. With industrial activity held 
in restraint, it is difficult to look for 
an e€xpansion among speculative issues. 
But at the same time these factors 
which tend to keep investors from buy- 
ing stocks, and the falling off in general

| SHIPPING NEWS 


Believed That a Quiet Time}; 


Is Ahead for the Industry 
—Improvement Expected 
by Some in the Spring. 


NEW YORK—The Iron Age says: The 
announcement by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road that it has given orders for 150,000 
tons of rails for 1911 is the chief event 
of the week. Contracts have not been 
signed, nor has the distribution among 
the mills been finally decided. The steel 
corporation mills and the Buffalo and 
the three independent Pennsylvania mills 


the terms have not yet been agreed 
upon. The order is larger than was 
looked for, but is less than the total 
placed by the Pennsytvania railroad for 
1910. 

Following a meeting of the directors 
of the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, a conference is being held in New 
York, as this is written, in which other 
steel manufacturers are participating. 
Recent changes in conditions are being 
canvassed, but no action affecting prices 
is anticipated at this time. 

There is ho dissent among the leaders 
in the trade from the view that a quiet 
time is ahead of the industry. The 
more hopeful look for improvement by 
the spring of 1911. November has shown 
a gradual slowing down in the rate of 
production, and this 1s expected to con- 
tinue through December. That the re- 
adjustment now going 
further, and in a way that will event- 
ually affect labor, is a growing con- 
viction.

REPUBLIC MAY 
BUILD WIRE MILL 


Reports from Youngstown state that 
the Republic Iron & Steel Company is 
preparing to expend $3,000,000 for the 
construction of a wire and rod mill. This 
proposition, it is learned, has been more 
or less informally discussed by the direc- 
tors of the company and is understood to 
be favored by John W. Gates, but no 
formal action as yet has been taken 
upon it. Chairman John A. , Topping, 
John Lambert and one or two other in- 
terests in the Republic Iron & Steel 
Company have recently been guests of 
Mr. Gates in Texas and it is possible 
that the proposition may have taken 
shape at that time. 

The erection of a wire and rod mill 
would He in line with the policy of the 
Republic Iron & Steel Company of diver- 
sifying its products. Owing to the in- 
creasing demand for wire products and 
the wider uses to which they are put, 
steel ‘men believe that there is plenty 
of room for new wire mills. 

The Republic Iron & Steel Company 
has in its treasury $15,000,000 _ bonds 
and it i&§ not believed that it would find 
difficulty in financing the construction 
of a new mill when it is decided upon.

Lords might have been carried Gut elfectively by the Unionist party 
with the result that the upper chamber would today be the strongest 
bulwark against revolutionary reform in the country.

Much more important then than anything in Lord Rosebery’s atti- 
tude is the announcement by Mr. Balfour in favor of a rererendum on 
the question of tariff reform. It was pointed out only recently 1n these 
pages that it would be impossible for the Umionists to appeal to 
the country, with any hope of success, with tariff reform as their 
battlecry. 

The whole trend of politics had shown that only by the conver- 
sion Of a large body of electors in the determinedly Liberal constitu- 
encies of the midlands and the north could victory be achieved. That 
the leaders of the Unionists have recognized this is manitest trom the 
efforts which are being made to win Lancashire at the coming election 

The abiest of the tariff reform leaders, Bonar Law, has gone 
to contest a seat in Manchester, in the spirit of that famous saying 
oi the late Lord Beaconsfield, that “what Lancaster savs today, Eng- 
land thinks tomorrow.” The Manchester elections will take place 
upon the first day of the polls. and just as the defeat ot Mr. Balfour 
and the sweeping of the Manchester constituencies by the Liberals, 
heralded the Uniontst debacle throughout the rest of the country in 
1906. so the recapture of the Manchester seats by the Unionists, 
would no doubt herald a Unionist victory on the present occasion. 

The idea that Mr. Baifour would sacrifice tariff reform as a 
chief plank in the Unionist program was heralded by the Unionist 
press as mere midsummer madness. Yet, today, Mr. Balfour's dec- 
laration that in the event of a Unionist victory the policy of tariff 
reform shall not be brought mto operation without a referendum has 
rallied Unionist free traders of such immense ability and influence 
as Lord Rothschild and Lord Cromer to the whole-hearted support 
of lus program. 

The step, pointed out in these columns as an inevitable prelude 
to a Unionist victory, has been taken, and the whole body of 
moderate iiberalism which has been separated trom the Unionists 
during Ar. Asquith’s premiership, may now quite possibly swell 


the Unionist polls at ihe forthcoming election, in the certainty that - 


even should tariff reform win, it will be relegated to the domain 
of academic possibilities pending a direct referendum on the subject. 

The Liberal leaders have denounced Mr. Balfour's latest move 
as a mere piece of electioneering, but the denouncement of the ex- 
treme radical wing will have little effect on the votes ot the moderate 
Liberals. Mr. Balfour has, indeed, done more than promise a refer- 
endum on the subject of tariff reform; he has made a demand that in 
the event of a Liberal victory, on the subject of the House of Lords, 
the question of Home Rule as an attendant issue shall in turn be 
submitted by the Liberals to a referendum. 

For months past Mr. O’Brien has been telling the Irish people 
that Mr. Redmond was leading them on a wild goose chase, and that 
no matter what the result of any definite election might be it would 
not be decisive in favor of Mr. Redmond’s policy. 

In this way Mr. Balfour has made the position of Mr. Redmond 
particularly difficult, and has given immense support to Mr. O'Brien. 
Mr. Redmond now knows that even in the event of a Liberal victory 
the Unionist “party will demand that the question of home rule 
shall be referred to the country, and there is not much doubt what 
the decision of the country would be if the issue were narrowed 
down to this particular point. 

Mr. Balfour’s declaration will no doubt be seized upon by the 
speakers of the All-for-[reland party as fuel for the campaign which 
is now being waged. It is, theretore, hardly too much to say that the 
political position has radically changed during the last few hours, 
and that the change is due not in any way to Lord Rosebery, but 
to the action of that master of political tactics, the leader of the 


opposition.

Boston & Maine railroads and their various 
branches. Singe he openly assumed control 
of the Boston & Maine surprising announce- 
ments have come so thick and fast as to 
leave patrons in a state of mixed elation and 
ainazement. Plans for electrification of lines operated within 
Greater Boston, plans for acquirement of all available water power, 
plans for the absorption of the Boston, Revete Beach & Lynn rail- 
road and its electrification, and plans for a four-track road through 
the cities of Lynn and Salem; these are some of the thoughts that 
President Mellen is expected to work out. With all due respect 
for Mr. Mellen’s ability as a railroad man, promoter and financier, 
these projects of themselves constitute what might be termed a 
fairly large contract. 

What, then, about plans now said to be under way to make 
the White mountains in New Hampshire more easily accessible 
from the seacoast and to electrify the railroad lines there? It 
will not come amiss, perhaps, to observe that this idea adds much 
to President Mellen’s already somewhat ponderous task, and makes 
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investments.

North Woodstock by rail. ‘This would afford a through route to 
the north, obviating the necessity for traveling by way of Woods- 
ville, N. H., and Wells River, Vt.: and the rumored three-story 
brick and cement hotel on the summit of Mt. Washington ought to 
be beautiful and imposing. With plenty of power in the abstract 
at hand and extensive patronage assured during the summer months, 
electrification of the White mountain trackage, in itself, appears an 
excellent business proposition if done at the right time.

\Wilson, the present assistant secretary of state, and Ins diplomatic 
qualifications are such as would make him take up with ease the 
duties which Mr. Straus would relinquish at the conclusion of his 
ambassadorial career. 
few in the diplomatic service of the United States have had 
a more thorough training than Mr. Wilson. As the first assistant 
secretary of state he has become fully initiated into the mysteries 
of foreign negotiations, and. since his graduation from Yale in 1897? 
he has given his entire attention to serving the government. Hts 
first appointment was as second secretary to the American legation 
in Vokio. He remained in Japan for some years, and when called 
to Washington in 1906 to become third assistant secretary of state 
Mr. Wilson was the secretary to the American embassy 1n Tokio. 
After having been appointed chairman to the board of exam- 
iners for the consular service, Mr. Wilson was chosen to go to the 


Balkan as diplomatic agent; but his services were finally considered 


more valuable at home, and he was them asked to become an assist- 
ant secretary of state, which office he has* filled since March, 1910. 
Should he become American ambassador to Turkey, he will have 
full opportunity to put into practise certain theories of his regarding 
ihe obtaining of foreign business by the manutacturers of the 
United States. 

Mr. Wilson is not unacquainted with the people of the near 
east. He has recently returned from a visit to Constantinople, 
where he went at the instance of President Taft to present to the 
Sultan the President's acknowledgments ot the Ottoman ruler’s 
action in sending a special embassy to this country. There is hardly 
a question that when Mr. Wilson was selected as bearer of the 
presidential message it was with theSunderstanding that he should 
inake the best of the opportunity, since at a not distant day he 
might take up his residence at the Golden Horn. ~The Turkish 
visit afforded Mr. Wilson the further chance to look into a number 
of transactions in which figure American interests and foreign busi- 
ness concerns that are watchful of American success in that vicinity. 
It will require no little skill to deal satistactorily with conditions 
as they may ‘arise from time to time, now that the United States 
is spreading out for trade. 

In view of Mr. Wilson's prospective opportunity as ambassador, 
it is of added interest to recall what he said not long ago for 
the benefit of his alma mater. He contributed to the Yale News 
an article in which he specified what chances young men of the 
period had to become useful in the diplomatic service. He said 
that the consular service is an excellent stepping stone, and laid 
especial emphasis on the student interpreter corps. As members 
of the staff of the embassy these students apply themselves to 
learning thoroughly the language and customs arfd needs of the 
country. They become successively vice-consuls and consuls and 
are in line for higher office. 

It is a fortunate circumstance that Washington vat last realizes 
fully the importance of having the right man in the right place, 
irrespective of political influence. There can hardly be two opin- 
ions regarding Mr. Wilson’s fitness for the Constantinople post.

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tax on immigrants. By this means, sup- 
posedly, the creation of a great and valuable 
fleet of vessels would be made _ possible 
through reduction of customs duties and a simultaneous letting 
down of bars that now give a mild check to the inflow of people 
trom abroad. Numerous attempts have been made to have Congress 
pass subsidy measures, but the only successful.one in effect is the 
ocean mail act of 1891, providing a moderate compensation to steam- 
ship companies for transporting the mails. This law has had appre- 
clably beneficent results, but Admiral Bowles would make it the 
nucleus of a more comprehensive scheme. 

In order to carry out his idea Admiral Bowles urges the appli- 
cation of a modified discriminating duty modeled after that in 
force in the early years of the United States. Reduced to its lowest 
terms, then, the Bowles plan, by a small preferential reduction of 
the tariff, would make the carrying of imports to, the United States 
unprofitable for foreign vessels. The rear-admiral foresees that 
eventually all imports would be carried by American ships, while 
on the outward voyages Americans would have to take the com- 
petitive rates. Then, as Admiral Bowles says, the mail steamers, 
in addition to the advantage of these discriminating duties, could 
secure mail pay under the existing law, and would have the additional 
helpyof the remission of the immigrant head tax. 

The plan of Admiral Bowles seems logical in case the United 
States is to have no success in adopting a subsidy system. Other 
nations, as he explains, have assisted their shipping by subsidies, 
nail pay, favorable tax laws and port charges, bounties and other 
valuable privileges. Subsidies and bounties of foreign countries 
were reported by the commissioner of navigation in November, 1909, 
ior the preceding year as amounting to $46,900,000. Such nations 
do not hesitate to exercise tariff discrimination against American 
foodstuffs and manufactures, and Americans might take similar 
action. The decline of American shipping allows no denial of 
the fact that the situation grows more serious each year. Statistics 
show that the foreign carrying trade of the United States in 1861 
Was $381,516,700 in American vessels and $203,478,200 in foreign 
vessels. In 1908 it had dropped to $272,518,322 in American vessels, 
and had reached $2,520,739,864 in foreign vessels. And yet mod- 
erate compensation for carrying mails is all the American ships 
are allowed. 

At present the discrimination advocated by Admiral Bowles is 
forbidden by commercial treaties, which have been looked upon 
as serious obstacles to any return to this early policy. ‘The rear- 
admiral argues, however, that fear of difficulty in amending these 
is really a minor consideration if ultimate results will be valuable, 
and he smiles over the possibility of foreign retaliation. Coming 
as it does from a man who has had so many opportunities to study 
the situation at home and abroad, the plan set forth by Admiral 
3owlés carries unusual weight at this time because of the general 
attention to tariff revision. It may even conflict with the ocean 
mail bill of Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, when that measure 
comes up as unfinished business in the Senate next month. There 
would be an interesting situation if Americans, after dickering over 
subsidy propositions all these years, should decide to solve the 
problem by adopting the simple and effective expedient used by 
their foretathers. |

$10,000,000 for municipal improvements. This was the first step 
in behalf ot a good cause, for Pittsburg is very much in need of 
the improvements contemplated; but it was only a first step, and 
by no means the most difficult'one. The next step was to devise 
some means of assuring the judicious and honest expenditure of 
this great sum of money. And Pittsburg has taken it. | 

In that city has been organized an association representative 
of practically every class and interest in its citizenship. This asso- 
ciation proposes to see that Pittsburg gets $10,000,000 worth of 
benefits for its $10,000,000. The association will not be satisfied, 
as American cities too often have been, with 25, or 50, or 75 per 
cent of benefits; its purpose is to see that 100 per cent is forth- 
coming from city officials and contractors. Pittsburg this time, in 
other words, is to have a-square deal, and it 1s going to have it 
because the citizens of Pittsburg are not content any longer with 
merely voting or paying taxes, or with doing both, but are bent 
now upon taking an active part in carrying. on their municipal 
government. ; 

And having banded themselves together with the view of seeing 
that no part of the $10,000,000 shall be diverted from its legitimate 
uses, they have decided to stay banded together until they shall 
succeed in inducing the Pennsylvania Legislature to enact certain 
legislation of recognized value to city and state. They will insist, 
for instance, upon the building of the Lake Erie ship canal, upon 
a system of flood prevention, upon measures calculated to bring 
about reduction in the cost of food supplies, in more advantageous 
freight rates, and improved methods of distribution. 

One is impelled to wish Pittsburg all success in this good move- 
ment. Moreover, one is led, by the promise it holds forth of a 
new era in municipal affairs, to express the earnest hope that the 
idea of citizens banding themselves together for the practical pur- 
pose of seeing to it that their cities are given a square deal in 
every way may spread rapidly to other communities.
